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Brooks House in 
Springs Makes 
America’s 11 Most 
Endangered 
Historic Places List |

e Brooks-Park Home and. Studios in East 
Hampton is one of 11 properties identified as the 


most endangered historic places in America, accord- 


ing to a new list from the National Trust of Historic 
Preservation. 

“This year’s 11 sites include community anchors 
and sacred ground, sites of injustice and activism, 
and places of creative expression, with threats as 
varied as their types: neglect, inappropriate devel- 
opment, and climate change, just to name a few,” the 
announcement from the privately funded nonprofit 
organization states. 


Another property on the list includes the Brown j 


Chapel AME Church in Selma, Alabama, a building 
steeped in history and built in 1908 by formerly en- 
slaved Black builder A.J. Farley. The Brown Chapel 
also served as the starting point for marchers, in- 
cluding the late Congressman John Lewis, on March 
7, 1965, when they attempted to cross the Edmund 
Pettus Bridge and were beaten by Troopers in what 
is known historically as “Bloody Sunday.” 

“What unites these places, however, is this: All of 
them are at a turning point, a critical moment when 
we as a nation either recognize their significance 
and fight to protect them, tell their full stories, and

harness their ongoing relevance, or watch them dis- 
appear from our cultural landscape and fade into 
memory.:Read more to learn about these irréplace- 
able sites.” 

The former Neck Path home, studios, and guest 
house of Abstract Expressionist artists James 
Brooks and Charlotte Park, was locally landmarked 


- nearly 10 years aie but little progress has been 


made since. 

Brooks died in 1992, but Park lived there until her , 
death in 2010, and the vacant buildings were ne- 
glected and fell victim to vandals and wildlife. They 
are now seriously deteriorating, Re cee to the 
National Trust. 

The Town of East Hampton bought the 11-acre 
property for $1.1 million in 2013, using money from 
the Community Preservation Fund. While demoli- 
tion was discussed, residents pleaded to save the 
historic buildings, and they .were designated local 
landmarks in 2014, which allowed CPF money. to 
be used toward the restoration of the property, now 
known as Brooks Park. 

The timber-frame cottage was originally built in 


a Montauk fishing community. Later, it was sold to 


T.E. MCMORROW. _ 


‘summer residents. When the couple bought it, the 


only running water was a hand pump in the sink. 
After a hurricane blew their detached studio off the 
bluff where the house sat, they hired a local compa- 
ny in 1957 to move it closer to the artist community 
in Springs. As a result, it is the only known surviving 
house from this historic fishing village. 
Other buildings on the property include the 
Brooks’s studio, a vernacular modernist-style struc- 
ture that was built in 1959, and Park’s studio, the 
former Wainscott Post Office, which was relocated 
from Main Street around 1970 : 
But little progress has happened since. More than 
a year ago, the town revoked its contract with Pecon- 
ic Historic Preservation, Inc., a not- -for-profit organi- 


zation that was hired four years ago to help restore, — 


maintain, and host programming. The goal was to 
replicate the success at Duck Creek Farm, a colonial- 
era property that later became home to artist Little 
John, who, like Brooks and Park, was friends with 
famed Abstract Expressionists Jackson Pollock and _ 

Lee Krasner and was part of a mid-century commu- 


* nity of artists drawn to and inspired by the natural 


beauty of the South Fork. 

“The town is now expressing interest in wetle 
ing with Brooks-Park Arts and Nature Center, an 
emerging nonprofit dedicated to preserving the site, - 


.to rehabilitate the buildings as a community arts 


and nature center celebrating both artists’ legacies,” 
the Trust says. “First, the Town must formally vote 
to approve preservation, and then additional funy. 
ing and partnerships will be needed.” ; 
This is not the first time the National Trust for 
Historic Preservation has weighed in about the fu- 
ture of the property as demolition discussions have 
come up. In March 2020, the organization wrote a 
letter to the town urging it to stop any plans to raze © 


' the Brooks house and to “work with interested par- 


ties to develop a plan for the long-term future of this 
nationally significant site.” 


Thiele: First- Quarter Revenues Largest in CPF History

"Ee Peconic Bay Community Preservation Fund 
(CPF) took in $56.1 million in the first quarter of 
2022, the largest first quarter in the fund’s 23-year 
history, Assemblyman Fred W. Thiele Jr., pe archi- 
tect ofthe program. — 

The CPF took in 1.6% more in the first three 
months of 2022 than the same period last year when 
there was $55.2 million collected. The program, 
which now supports water quality in addition to 
open space, is funded by a 2% tax on most real estate 
purchases. 

However, revenues in March were down, perhaps 
a product of record-low inventory throughout the 
five East End towns. A total of $16.81 million was 
collected, 7.4% less than the same month last year, 
which saw a total of $18.15 million. 

February revenues were also down from $16 mil- 
lion in 2021 to $14.59 in February. 


Still, Thiele noted it is the 20th consecutive month 


that CPF revenues have exceeded $10 million, dur- 


ing the pandemic-fueled real estate boom. 

Following a_ record-breaking year in 2021, in 
which a total of $210.64 million was generated, 
January 2022.also saw the biggest monthly revenue 
in the program's history — $24.69 million, a 17.2% 
increase over January 2021. _ 

Looking at the first-quarter figures, three of the 
five East End towns saw an increase compared to 
the first quarter of 2021. In the first three months 
of 2022, Southampton, which always takes in the 
most, received $30.25 million, 3.4% less than last 
year’s first-quarter revenues when it received $31.32 
million. The dip was.despite large home sales, such 
as a $50 million house on the ocean in Sagaponack, 
which closed in January. Shelter Island Town also 


saw a 15.7% decrease from $1.34 million in the first 


quarter of 2021 to $1.13 million so far this year. 
On the North Fork, where revenues are always 


much lower than on the South Fork, the increases 
when comparing first-quarter numbers were the 
largest. Riverhead Town saw the biggest increase — 
32.4% — from $1.82 million in 2021 to $2.41 mil- 
lion in 2022. Southold Town saw a 9.9% bump with 
$3.54 million in revenues over $3.22-million during 
the same time last year. 

The Town of East Hampton, meanwhile, received 
$18.75 million during the first three months of the 
year, a 7.1% increase over the $17.5 million in the first 
quarter of ’21. Among the large deals in the town was 
the sale of Ron Perelman’s Lily Pond Lane estate in 
East Hampton Village in early January, which closed . 
at $84.5 million, and a $32 million sale on Amagan- 


_ Sett’s oceanfront in March.

ate Pop artist and Montauk homeowner Andy 
Warhol’s iconic portrait of Marilyn Monroe 


broke the record for the most expensive American 


artwork ever auctioned when it sold on Monday, May 
9 for $195 million. 

Warhol used-a silkscreen image to create “Shot 
Sage Blue Marilyn” depicting a closeup of a smil- 
ing Monroe with yellow hair, blue eyeshadow and 
red lipstick on a blue-green background. Christie’s 


auction house in New York confirmed the record- 


breaking sales figure. 


“It’s an amazing price,” said Alex Rotter, chairman 
of Christie’s 20th and 21st century art department. 


* The sale broke the previous record for an Ameri- 
can artwork at auction of $110.5 million set in 2017 
for a 1982 painting by Jean-Michel Basquiat dubbed 
“Untitled” of a skull-like face. 

One of the influential artist’s most recognizable 
works, the Warhol piece was part of a Monroe series

DEC Adopts New Recreational Fluke,

i a New York State Department of Environmen- 
tal Conservation (DEC) announced new rec- 
reational saltwater fishing regulations for fluke, in 
place now, and new whelk cg waters rules for later 
this summer. 

Fluke Regulations 
_ Changes to the fluke season, which began on May 
1 this year, will provide more opportunities for an- 
glers by extending the season a total of 12 fishing 
days to end on October 9, 2022, and decreasing the 
minimum size limit by half an inch. 

The NYS recreational summer flounder season in 
2022 is now open from May 1 to October 9 — instead 
of the previous May. 4 to September 30 window — 
and anglers are allowed four fish at a minimum size 
of 18.5 inches in response to new interstate fishery 
management plan requirements. 

Recreational regulations for fluke are now the 


same in NY State as Connecticut’s regulations in 


order to “maintain consistency in the Long Island 
Sound and maximize the benefit to recreational an- 
glers and associated industries,” the DEC says. 

DEC is accepting comments on the fluke regula- 
tions from May 18—July 18. Written comments can 
be emailed to fw.marine@dec.ny.gov.

Effective August 1, 2022, the minimum size for 
whelk in the Long Island Sound Region is 4 34-inch 
shell length or 1 15/16-inch shell height. Shell length 
will increase by ¥% inch every other year through 
2028 to. coordinate with Connecticut.

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Persistent Pandemic: 


COVID-19 Rates Rise Again as East 
season 


End Prepares for Beach

Ce diagnoses are once 


again rising in the run up to 
beach season as the East End pre- 
pares for the crowds to return for 
the third summer of the so-called 
new normal. 
The numbers are not as dramatic 
as the record-breaking surge in cas- 
es over the holidays this winter, but 


Long Island had an infection rate of 
nearly 10% based on the seven-day 
average percentage of positive test 
results reported over the three days 
prior to May 10, according to the 
most recent New York State health 
data available as of press time. There 
have been both local outbreaks and 
initiatives to reclaim a sense of 
normalcy. 

“Due to COVID-19, the leisure and 


hospitality sector suffered historic 
job. losses,” Suffolk County Execu- 
tive Steve Bellone said following Suf- 
folk’s East End Hospitality & Tour- 
ism Academy at Hampton Bays High 
School last month. “Rather than wait 
for these jobs to come back, Suffolk 
County worked with local communi- 


ty-based organizations and business — 
leaders to create an industry-driven . 


workforce training program to start 


bringing these jobs back now.” 

_ The leisure and hospitality sec- 
tor — a leading industry in the 
Twin Forks region — lost more than 
60,000 jobs between February and 
April 2020, according to the 2021 
Suffolk County Local . Workforce 


‘Plan. From April 2020 to March 


2021, the sector began to bounce 
back, regaining a little over 40,000 


jobs or 62.9%, of initial jobs lost. The

from the devastating impact of the 
COVID-19 shutdown in 2020, offi- 


cials are still continuing to urge the 
public to get vaccinated to eurente 
future upticks. 

“We urge every person who is eli- 
gible to receive a booster vaccine to 
get one as soon as. possible,” Suffolk 


County Health Commissioner Dr. 


Gregson Pigott said recently. “Recent 


‘studies have shown that COVID-19 
vaccines have been extremely effec- 


tive at reducing your risk of dying or 
needing a ventilator from this virus 
as compared with adults who were 
not vaccinated. Protection was high- 
est in adults who received a third CO- 
VID-19 vaccine dose.” 

Gov. Kathy Hochul, who was re- 
cently diagnosed herself, agreed. 

“We have come a long way in the 


.past two years, so let’s continue to 


use the tools we know help protect 
against, treat and prevent serious ill- 
ness from COVID-19,” the governor 
said. “I know first-hand how tests 
can help stop the spread to our vul- 
nerable loved ones, so let’s keep us- 
ing this critical tool. I also encourage 
every New Yorker to make sure you 
are fully vaccinated and up to date on 
your booster doses. And if you test 
positive, talk to your doctor about 


available treatments. This is how 
we will continue to move forward 
through the pandemic safely.” 

Outbreaks, however, have become 
a fact of life. The Town of East Hamp- 
ton Senior Center reopened May 2 
after temporarily closing for a deep 
cleaning to protect vulnerable seniors 
who attend programs there from be- 
ing exposed after several cases were 
reported among attendees and staff- 
ers, town officials said. 

“The temporary suspension’ of in- 
person senior center services was 
determined to be prudent, out of an 
abundance of caution to protect the 
senior citizens who use the center,” 
the town said in a statement. 

Beyond the East End, an increase in 
COVID-19 infections around the U.S. 
has sent more cities into new high- 
risk categories that are supposed 


_to trigger indoor mask wearing, but 


much of the country is stopping short 
of bringing back restrictions amid 
deep pandemic fatigue. The U.S. Cen- 
ters for Disease Control and Preven- 
tion urges people to mask up in in- 
door public places, including schools, 
regardless of vaccination status. But 
few, if any, local jurisdictions in the 


region brought back a mask require- 
ment despite rising case counts. 
Meanwhile, reported daily cases 
in the U.S. are averaging 73,633, up 
more than: 40% over the past two 
weeks, according to data compiled by 
Johns Hopkins University. But that is 
a vast undercount because of the test- 
ing downturn and the fact tests are 
being taken at home and not reported 
to health departments. An influential 
modeling group at the University of 
Washington in Seattle estimates that 
only 13% of cases are being reported 
to health authorities in the U.S. — 
which would mean more than a half 
million new infections every day.

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Last Call for the Boardy Barn? 
Legendary Hampton Bays Bar Is Sold

t sounds like the end of an era, at least as we know 
it. The Boardy Barn in Hampton Bays, under the 
same ownership for 50 years, has been sold. 

The legendary bar, known for its flowing beer and 
clientele that spilled out under a striped tent, had 
been listed for sale in the fall. The 2.6-acre parcel 
was listed exclusively with Jones Lang LaSalle, a 
commercial property management company. The 
asking price was not publicly listed and Jones Lang 
LaSalle did not respond immediately for comment. 

The sale was announced on the Boardy Barn Face- 
book page on Thursday afternoon. “It is true that we 
have sold the property located at 270 West Montauk 
Highway Hampton Bays, effective May 5th, 2022,” 
read the message “to our beloved family, employees, 
customers, partners and community.” 

It was not immediately clear who the new owners 
are and for how much the deal totaled. 

“We wish the new owners all the best as they work 
to determine what the property will become,” the 
announcement continued. Within one hour of the 
post, there were 392 comments and 599 shares. 

“Generations going forward won’t understand 
exactly what they missed out on! Thank you for the 
. great times!” one commenter, Thomas Lydon wrote. 


“End of an:‘era. So many memories (that I don’t 
remember)” another Facebook user wrote. 

While it could remain a bar, it was also billed as an 
investment opportunity ripe for redevelopment. The 
property is zoned highway business and offers 270 
feet of frontage on the busy thoroughfare. 

The existing main building is 4,000 square feet 
with a legal tent/patio area, where most of the revel- 
ry occurs, offers more than 12,000 square feet. The 
business has an approved occupancy of 720 seats 
and 1,488 people standing. There are 33 parking 
spaces on the property. 

Mickey Shields and Tony Galgano first opened 
“the barn,” as it was known, on April 16, 1970. “From 
that day forward, the Boardy Barn became better 
and more unique the moment each of you passed 
through those doors. We are deeply grateful for the 
memories we hold in our hearts,” the announcement 
also read. 

Galgano died in November 2021 at the age of 78.. 

“Beer was inexpensive and sold in glass mugs,” the 
business’ history on its website reads. “The original 
bars were the two inside ... the infamous ‘Square 
Bar’ and the ‘Moose Bar’.(the bar next to the dance 
floor that has gone by a few names (‘Olde Towne Bar’ 
and ‘Malt Shop Bar’) to name a few. Incidentally, the 
dance floor back then was concrete and not sunken 


as it is now,” 

“The barn” used to sell food, such as hamburgers 
and even Knockwurst. Now, it sells pretzels and hot 
dogs to go with the cheap beers, alcohol and shots.

} hod “Meat” Mondello, proprietor of the Meats 
eat food truck and a brand new brick-and-mor- 
tar shop in Mattituck, is by all accounts having a ban- 
ner year, two years, really. Through hard work, a bit of 
good luck and a wealth of talent, the 41-year-old Mat- 
tituck resident took his business full-time, expanded 
his food truck operation and put plans in motion to 
open his own shop, Meats Meat BBQ — all while the 
COVID pandemic was laying waste to many less for- 
tunate businesses. 

The timing was, of course, no cance as the 
pandemic proved to be a boon for food trucks, which 
were allowed to operate while sit-down restaurants 
were forced to close. But Mondello has earned his 
good fortune in spades, and the Meats Meat BBQ 
shop is already a hit, and that:-has nothing to do with 


a virus, shutdowns or anything else but quality food.’ 


and a great reputation gained through serving hungry 
guests at festivals, private gatherings, breweries and 
other regional events since 2016. 

- Located in the former home of North Fork Dough- 
nut Co. at 13175 Main Road in Mattituck; Meats Meat 
BBQ looks exactly how fans of the food truck might 
imagine. The 1,800-square-foot counter service-only 
shop, which offers some seating, has Mondello’s signa- 
ture black and white (with a hint of red) graphics over 
brick walls, a brushed metal counter set atop a stacked 


firewood motif and, of course, Meat himself — the: 


stocky, bushy-bearded and tattoo-sleeved pitmaster 
dressed in black, with rubber gloves, sunglasses and 
baseball cap to match — the dude whose face is on 
those wall graphics and all the merch. 

His nickname and his appearance could be in- 
timidating to some, but Mondello is an easygoing guy 
who’s clearly proud of what he’s accomplished, and 
happy to talk about his thriving business. 

“The last few days have been crazy,” he says shortly 
after opening last week, sharing his amazement over 
the incredible response. “By-the-pound has been our 


biggest seller. I was very surprised, usually I run the 


food truck with sandwiches and mac and cheese, but 
it totally flipped. We're selling brisket like crazy by the 
pound,” he continues, explaining that the shop was 
born out of a need for.a bigger kitchen to supply his 
trucks as the business flourished, but it’s already out- 
performing his expectations. 

“We were kind of running out of room. Where do 
we keep all this food when we serve 2,000 people, you

know?” Mondello asked at the time. “It was like, do we 
just rent kitchen space from pemneey or, f it, do we 
get a place?” 

He had three real estate agents combing the North 
Fork for a space, and things weren't looking promising 
at first. “There was nothing out there relatively close 
that they didn’t want $100, 0oo-plus for key money,” 
he recalls. “I don’t want to buy anyone else’s business. 
Luckily, North Fork Doughnut had moved to Love 
Lane, so this spot opened up. It was the first available 
space, so we jumped on it right away, and here we are.” 

_Mondello’s road to Meats Meat BBQ was circuitous, 
but all his talents and interests seemed to intersect 
with this food venture. A carpenter and fabricator 
who spent nearly two decades working on hotrods 
and slaughterhouses (not to mention the United Na- 
tions in NYC), his interest in barbecue and cooking 
began as a hobby. He put his skills to.work, building a 
pig roaster and then his first smoker, slowly master- 
ing both and creating his own pripes over years of 
experimentation. 


“You start building stuff and seeing what works, and — _ 


every (smoker) you make after that gets better. and 
better and better,’ Mondello says, describing barbecue 
as a science of sorts. “There are formulas out there to 
figure out your intake and your exhaust ... you have 
to get it all correct. It’s a little trial and error, a little 
reading, a little talking to the pitmasters and trying to 
figure out what works the best for them,” he continues. 
“There’s a whole science behind the cooking and the 
wood: What kind of wood do you use? What tempera- 
ture? How long has the wood been cut dans for? Is it 


_ wet? Is it dry? It all matters.” 


Meats Meat is known for lots of tasty eats, such as 
pulled pork and pulled chicken sandwiches, brisket,

as locally grown produce, such as onions and peppers, 
whenever possible. 

“Cherry is a really sweet, light smoke, and Nkory i is 
still sweet, but it’s a little stronger in flavor so it picks 
up these other notes which are good for beef,” he says, 
pointing out that the shop also sells desserts, includ- 
ing chocolate chip cookies, banana cream pie, whoop- 
ie pies and more from The Treatery, a Setauket-based 
sweets food truck that Mondello built for its owner 
Christina Padrazo. . 

If all this wasn’t Singh, Meats Meat has also pro- 
duced barbecue sauce, dry rub and hot sauce for retail, 
the latter using Asian peri-peri hot peppers, which 
are currently being grown specially for Mondello by

“We dry them out and we'll make all those hot sauces _ 
for the year,” he says, noting the peppers are about 
3/4-inch long and pack a punch of flavor and heat at 
175,000 Scovilles. One Pepper goes in each 1 bottle of 
sauce. 

Meats Meat BBQ i is well on the way to cementing 
its place among the North Fork’s most beloved food 
purveyors, and each new venture improves upon the 
last. Mondello is working with an app creator to set up 
GrubHub-like deliveries at better prices, he’s building _ 
a new permanent smoker for his shop, and he hopes to 
one day open a sit-down restaurant. :

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Sag’s First CBD 
Shop: Dragon Hemp 
Apothecary Lands in 


Sag Harbor

A brand new store will debut on Sag 
arbor’s Main Street on Memo- 
rial Day weekend, and it just might be 
the East End’s first shop dedicated to 
CBD hemp and Chinese herbs. Here 
comes Dragon Hemp Apothecary. 

Owner of the apothecary and the 
Dragon Hemp line of CBD-based for- 
mulas, Kevin Menard, LAc. has been 
based in Sag Harbor for several years 
now — operating his sports medicine 
acupuncture clinic there since 2012. As 
an acupuncturist, he was able to study 
the medicinal effects of Chinese herbs 
and share his findings with clients. 
Unfortunately, despite the researched 
benefits, the herbs he recommended 
to clients weren't always well-received. 

“I am a huge fan of Chinese herbs 
and use them in my practice, but the 
problem is, even though they’re super 
effective, the compliance is really low,” 
Menard says. “They taste horrible, 
they have a bad smell, they’re brown, 
they’re gross.” : 

By 2018, CBD hemp was well on his 
radar, and he reports finding great re- 
sults for anxiety and pain, so he began 
to experiment blending CBD with his 
Chinese herbs, and discovered a sur- 
prising level of synergy. : 

“Sometimes the CBD hemp will ac- 
tivate the other herbs, and sometimes 
the other herbs will activate the CBD 
hemp,” he explains. “It’s like making a 
cake — you have all these ingredients 
that work with each other to make 
something really special.” 

Rebranding as Dragon Hemp last 
year, Menard teamed up with Hud- 
son Hemp to perfect the formulas for 
his brand’s three pillars: sleep, recov- 
ery and performance. “I’m good with 
Chinese herbs; CBD hemp is relatively 
new for me,” he admits, explaining 
why he wanted to team up with an ex- 
pert chemist for his product launch. 

Now, a little wiser and more re- 
searched in the benefits of CBD, 
Menard looks forward to personally 


sharing his products with Sag Harbor. 
He chose the village not only due to 
proximity and familiarity, but because 
of the community’s interest in alterna- 
tive approaches to medicine. 

“Sag Harbor is really special, be- 
cause its kind of a mecca for alterna- 
tive healing. There are a lot of great 
yoga studios, Pilates studios ... mas- 


- sage therapists,” he says. “There’s a lot 


going on over there.” 

Menard has been an active mem- 
ber of the Sag Harbor community for 
years — offering free teen clinics and 
student anxiety support, and working 
with local soccer and rugby teams — 
and he didn’t realize at the time that 
his community work would act as the 
serendipitous catalyst to opening his 
Main Street storefront: 

“Quite honestly, it was luck. I had 
been looking for a while; it’s impos- 
sible to find any real estate places in 
Sag,” he says, explaining that one day a 
real estate friend alerted him to an off- 


market property that could be his if 


he could strike a deal with the owner. 


“I did a lot of work in the community, - 


and he (the owner) kind of liked that, 
so he put me at the top of the list, and I 
was able to get the store.” 

He continues, “I like to feel like I’m 
part of the community and to give to 
the community. Doing as much work 


— especially with the teens and kids . 


— it’s what it’s all about. To work with 
the locals and continue to make Sag 
Harbor even more vibrant on this level 
means a lot to me.” : 

His drive to help the community is 
partly what motivated him to evolve 
the Dragon Hemp brand with a brick- 
and-mortar. He already has product 
on the shelves of White’s Apothecary 
and Provisions Natural Foods Market, 
but feels that “there’s a steep learning 


curve to learn exactly how they work” 


and to learn what each of the Chinese 
herbs are used for, and how CBD re- 
lates to cannabis, THC, the endocan- 
nabinoid system and other terms that 
many have heard of but few can prop-

erly define and differentiate. 

“The reason I opened the store is A: 
It’s an opportunity to educate people 
on CBD and cannabis, and about all 


- the different health benefits,” Menard 


says. “And B: The Chinese herbs part. 
People don’t really know. that much 
about CBD — they know a lot less 
about Chinese herbs.” __ 

To that end, he intends to turn 
Dragon Hemp Apothecary — designed 
by Alfredo Paredes, former .CCO at 
Ralph Lauren — into an experiential 
space;-hosting discussions and tutori- 
als with local practitioners, massage 
therapists, yogis. Even when a visiting 
expert isn’t onsite, patrons are invited 
to peruse, ask, smell and learn:before 


they buy. 
“CBD only treats certain conditions; 
it’s not a magic bullet that treats ev- - 


-erything,” he notes. “So I will be ex- 


tending the type of products I have in 
there? 

The current Dragon Hemp product 
line includes organic full-spectrum 
CBD hemp tinctures, capsules and 
balms for sleep, recovery and perfor- 
mance. As Menard introduces new 
forms of formula, such as gummies, 
and new core ingredients, such as me- 
dicinal mushrooms, he’ll be there to 
help patrons learn all about them. .

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RABBI JOSH FRANKLIN: 

While the Greek language offers a plethora of 
words for love, each distinguishing the many kinds 
of relational love in our lives, Hebrew offers us a 
much less generous vocabulary for describing love. 

The most general word within Hebrew is “ahavah,” 


God, between a person and a stranger, or simply imply 


a deep friendship. The other word used in Hebrew for love is. 


“chesed,” which might be defined as an outpouring of unearned love for others 
through deed. Christianity might describe this as “grace,” but Judaism lends 
us the word “chesed.” Chesed isn’t a féeling, it’s an expression of love through 
how we treat others. 

Rabbi Abraham Yachnes clarifies the extent to which the quality of chesed 
rises above a simple act of kindness. If you are walking down the street and 
someone is walking beside you carrying a large box, and you offer to help the 
person carry the box, that’s not chesed. You'd simply be a terrible person not to 
help someone in that situation. What counts as chesed is when you are walking 


the opposite way from someone carrying a burden, and you turn around to © 


help carry that load in the direction he or she is going. Chesed requires self- 
sacrifice, and is never convenient or easy. 

In Psalms we read “the world was built with chesed” (Psalm 89:2), remind- 
ing us that one of the building blocks of humanity and the world in which we 
live, is the expression of this kind of love. A story is told in rabbinic literature 
in which in Rabbi Yohannan ben Zakkai and Rabbi Yehoshua are walking in 
Jerusalem, and see the Temple in ruins. Rabbi Yehoshua asks the existential 
question: “How can we ever worship God now that the Temple is destroyed?” 
Rabbi Yohannan ben Zakkai responds, “Do not fear, we have another form of 
worshipping God that’s just as effective, chesed!” The best avenue to express 
love to God is through another human being. When we elevate our interactions 
with others to a place of chesed, we are best able to connect with God. More- 
over, chesed doesn’t just improve our relationships, it fosters community, and 
repairs the brokenness within our world. 


which is a love that can be romantic, relational with -

Ah ... love! Teenagers pine for it. Parents spoil chil- 


our longing for love to sell everything from Subarus to 

deodorant sticks. We profess our love for pizza, pop- 

stars and puppies. Love is behind much of what we do 

and believe, yet we have an impoverished understanding 

of love. Love is the supreme human experience, transcen- 

dent and transformative. But much‘of what we call love is baser 

and more egocentric than the real thing, while often true love evades us because 
we lack the patience, gratitude or the sensitivity to know it when we see it. 

The ancient Greeks understood the critically important nuances of various hu- 


man experiences that feel like love, and so their voeabulary on the subject was ~ 


more varied than ours. The early Greek thinkers had several words for love — 
some count five, and others count up to eight. These range from the lofty forms of 
love like Agape (unconditional/divine love) to the more self-centered forms such 
as philautia (love for one’s self). 

Love is the central theme of Christian scripture. I believe love is the impetus 
underlying all of the world’s great spiritual traditions. Love (or some type of it, at 
least) is the motivating factor behind cultural trends that have shaped and con- 
tinue to shape civilizations. Misunderstanding love or prioritizing the wrong kind 
leads to disastrous outcomes for individuals, relationships and communities. St. 
Paul identified unconditional love as the highest form of love. Seeing as love is our 
deepest longing, and the justification for so much of what we do. It would do us 
all some good to think deeply about the variety of experiences we identify as love 
and to pray attentively about what the truest love is and how it can be manifested 
in our lives.

the not-so-famous (“the heartsick, — 


bullied, veterans, mentally ill” as de- 
scribed in a press release about his 
play) Zimmerman attempted to read 
them. 

“Every time I would read them I 
would just burst‘out crying, I couldn’t 
do it,” recalls Zimmerman, who grew 
_ up in what he describes as “a Jewish 
neighborhood in Detroit.” He went on 
to study acting at NYU, where he and 
Berg met and began writing together 
“in between classes and after school 
jobs.” A spec script they wrote got 
them hired for the first season of The 
Golden Girls.

to try putting the notes

“In looking for a new piece, I saw 
Right Before I Go had been presented 
at Town Hall for a one-night celebrity 
studded reading (Ellen Burstyn, Lois 
Smith, Judith Light, Vanessa Wil- 
liams) says diLorenzo. “I contacted 
Stan, had an email exchange, et ce- 
tera, the play was scheduled to be pro- 
duced in 2020, then, Hello COVID!” 

DiLorenzo decided to produce the 
play this month with LTV in con- 
junction with May’s Mental Health 


- Awareness Month. She describes the 


casting and directing of this produc- 
tion as 
heartwarming, intense and humbling 
— a totally authentic experience.” 
“No one is hiding behind a charac- 
ter,” says diLorenzo. “The cast shares 
the feeling of experiencing the power 


this work can do around a very ten- 


der topic. And yet with so many in the 
community refusing to acknowledge 
this reality, there is nothing to fear 
here.” 

For Zimmerman, a gay ‘man who 
says he and his writing partner are 
“one of the first gay comedy writing 
teams,” the experience of seeing Right 
Before I Go performed throughout 
the country is more than rewarding. 

“The high percentage of trans 
teens who have committed suicide, 
or thought of it, is very high in the 
LGBTQ community, which is all the 
more reason this play needs to done 
in as many communities as possible,” 
Zimmerman says, making his case by 


describing an experience in January: 


“surprising, enlightening, 


where a performance at a university 
where he was supposed to perform 
“was unfortunately canceled ... be- 
cause the head of the mental health 
department felt talking about it would 
make students do it.” 

What did Zimmerman learn in 
the process of Reha the suicide 
notes? 

“I was not expecting the poetry of the 
writing and the clarity of thought that 
everyone has, and the urgency,” recalls 
Zimmerman. “They were urgent — 
they had to tell their loved ones that it’s 
not their fault, that it’s something I’ve 
been suffering through and I love you 
so much, but this is my own pain that I 
just couldn’t see a way out of it.” 

But, Zimmerman emphasizes, 
“There are ways out of it — that’s the 
point of the play. Hopefully, if people 
talk about this they won't have to 
write notes, and that’s why I added 
the suicide survivor note — it gives 
the play hope.” 

The proof is in the reaction to the 
productions and the people who reach 
out to him after experiencing it. 

“I’ve gotten emails from people, one 
woman said, ‘I brought my son to the 
play and I think he saved his life.’ And 
that’s very intense, but that makes me 
want to do this play somewhere every 
weekend that I can — as difficult as it 
is for me to act in it, I feel like I have 
to do it.”

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Flying Point Foundation for Autism Fills Need for 
Inclusive East End Camp > oe

ile the East End has plenty of exciting sum- 3 


mer camp opportunities for children and teens, 
the options for camps that emphasize a safe, inclusive 
space for kids with autism are few — very few. And 
it’s this very lack of autism-focused camps. that led 
to the creation of the transformative Camp Flying 
Point, organized by the Flying Point Foundation for 
Autism (FPF4A). 

After her son’s autism diagnosis in 2006, FPF4A 
founder/executive director Kim Covell began raising 
money for organizations that supported the autism 
community and would make the decision to keep her 
fundraising efforts focused. on the East End: 

“If I’m going to be raising this money, I may as well 
keep it local,” Covell says. She adds that during this 
time, the outcry for autism-conscious programs was 
deafening. “The one thing I kept hearing was there 
was a dearth of recreational programming for kids 
with autism that was designed and geared toward 
their needs but could still be inclusive.” 

She founded FPF4A in 2008 with the goal of de- 
veloping a one-week summer day camp that was fun 
and safe for kids with autism (or down syndrome or 
other developmental disabilities) and their siblings. By 
2010, Camp Flying Point was ready to soar, and in the 
years that followed, enrollment took off. 

The eight-day camp takes place eacli year at South- 
ampton Fresh Air Home during “the black hole” — the 
short time between the end of the extended special 
education school year in August and the start of the 
new school year in September. It features many of the 
same popular activities as other summer camps — 
with swimming, art, yoga, music and non-competitive 
sports filling the camp schedule — but se are a few 
key details that set it apart. 

For starters, the camp is open to youth with autism 
ages 6—21, as well as their siblings, who are invited to. 
develop social and communication skills alongside 
others developing at a similar pace. Campers are split 
into groups largely by age, but “some adjustments are 
always made for a better fit,” Covell says, adding that 
one such way is to place siblings in separate groups. 
“When some of the siblings are young,” she says, “they 
may have only that singular view of autism, and I 


think that getting into the camp, they see that there 


are many autisms and that there are other siblings 
like them who deal with the situations that a family 
impacted by autism deals with.” 

Additionally, an extensive intake process and keep- 
ing campers on a specific routine are critical to keep- 
ing them happy and calm, but, as Covell points out, 
camp counselors must always “expect the unexpect- 
ed” and be ready to respond in a supportive way. It’s 
these specially trained, professional counselors, in- 
cluding camp director Nate Unwin and his wife Annie, 
whom Covell credits as the defining key to the camp's 
success.

“It’s really more about having the right people that 
are working there — that’s key,” she says, adding that, 
in light of this, it’s woefully challenging to find quali- 
fied, available counselors. This is, in part, why FPF4A 
has been building up its Counselors in Training pro- 
gram that allows campers ages 14—17 to assist coun- 
selors in a supervised capacity. 

If needed, camp tuition assistance is available by ap- 
plying via a digital financial aid form. And it’s just one 
of the ways FPF4A grants money to those who need it. 

Two student scholarships are given out each year. 


_ The scholarship for students on the spectrum is 


awarded to one graduating East End senior who plans 
to attend college or vocational school. The scholarship 
for peer students is given to a neurotypical student on 
the East End who has demonstrated a commitment to 
the autism community and to FPF4A. 

_Two teacher grants are given out each year, as well. 
The Learning for Leaders grant goes to a teacher in 
an East End special education setting who wishes to 
pursue further education in effectively teaching stu- 
dents with autism. The Teacher Toolbox grant is given 
to a teacher who wants to purchase something for the 
classroom that will enhance learning for students of 
the spectrum, but the school budget won't cover it. 

“Teachers are creative, and if they find something 
that works, we want to make sure that we can help 
them get it,” Covell says, adding that FPF4A has helped 
purchase a rolling cart for a mobile school store, a sen- 
sory sand table and noise-canceling headphones. 

FPF4A also supports the East End autism commu- 
nity through outreach, such as a recent training ses- 
sion for first responders looking to improve their in- 
teractions with distressed persons with autism, which 
was led by the Autism and Law Enforcement Educa- 
tion Coalition. In the future, FPF4A also hopes to 
provide local fire departments with items like squeeze 
toys and whiteboards, which can help calm and com- 


municate with civilians with autism. 

. In addition to Camp Flying Point, FPF4A hosts 
year-round recreational programs including nature 
hikes, holiday parties, trips to children’s. museums 
and weekend morning activities. 

Now 23 years old, Covell’s son has aged out of Camp 
Flying Point, which has contributed to her-desire to 
expand FPF4A to include lifelong learning opportu- 
nities. She explains that many graduates with autism 
feel as if they’re “falling off the cliff’ — going from a 
fully supported educational career to suddenly having 
no support or direction. Covell hopes to someday open 


-a Flying Point lifelong learning and activity center 


where these young adults can develop skills in cook- 
ing, art, fitness or even socializing. 
“Our whole vision is laid out, we just need the loca- 
tion,” she says, noting the difficulty in today’s pricey 
and competitive East End real estate market. “I 
would so love if we could come up with some sort of 
an arrangement that would be beneficial to a landlord 
and us.” 

In the meantime, FPF4A will continue to fund- 
raise for the East End autism community through 
their Give a Buck for Autism initiative and events 
like Get a Piece of the Action and Bike to the 
Beach, at which Team Flying Point will be cycling 
100 miles from New York City to the East End on 
September 24. 

“T’ve been living in a life impacted : autism for a 
couple of decades now, and just knowing that I could 
possibly be helping individuals like my son, makes it 
worth all of the effort and aggravation,” Covell says. 


“We're really proud of what we do because it still re- 


mains a really needed service on the East End.”

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Lyme Disease Awareness Month: 


Kast End Tick Safety Tips 


Sa. show that 20-50% of the 
ticks on the East End are infected 
with Lyme disease and 70% of all 
people who are diagnosed are bitten 
in their own yard. The month of May 
brings warm weather and more time 
spent outdoors, but it also brings ticks 
and awareness to the prevalent, yet 
preventable illness Lyme.disease. Ac- 
cording to the Center for Disease Con- 
trol and Prevention (CDC), approxi- 
mately 30,000 cases of Lyme disease 
are reported in the United States, but 
an estimated 300,000 people are di- 
agnosed annually. 

Lyme disease is a worldwide Stee 
tious disease, and it has been reported 
in all 50 states but, thankfully, clinical 
trials have begun on both a Lyme vac- 
cine developed by Pfizer and a human 
monoclonal antibody treatment... The 
human monoclonal antibody treat- 
ment being developed at the Univer- 
sity of Massachusetts is meant to be 
used pre-exposure and would be ad- 
ministered at the beginning of the tick 
season. 

Researchers at Yale Uaiceteny have 
also developed an mRNA vaccine 
which triggers an immune response 
at the-site of a tick bite..The mRNA 
vaccine was built off the success of 
the COVID-19 mRNA and targets the 
tick salivary proteins, rather than the 
pathogen itself. The vaccine is tested 
in guinea pigs and causes the immune 
system to recognize the proteins and 
quickly triggers a strong immune 
response at the site of a bite. The 
redness, itching and irritation then 
prompts the animal to remove the tick 
and the strategy relies on the fact that 
it takes 24 hours for an attached tick 
to transmit the bacteria. The vaccine 
also provided partial protection when 
the ticks were not removed. : 

While vaccines are being tested, 
there’s still no still no protection 
against Lyme disease, but there are 
ways to prevent contracting the ill- 
ness. Local tick expert and owner of 
East End Tick & Mosquito Control, 
Brian Kelly, shared a list of tips resi- 
dents should consider when venturing 
outdoors to limit the risk of contract- 
ing a tick-related illness during the 
warmer months. 


TICK PREVENTION TIPS 
1). Have your property sprayed for 
ticks monthly between the months of

Always use 
a repellent when going outdoors and 
get yourself and family into the habit 
of checking yourself very carefully af- 
terwards. Pro tip: Have someone else 
check your back and areas you can't 
see. a ce es 
3). Put a fence around your yard to 
help keep deer and other animals out 
of your yard. 

4). Keep your pets ecified to your 


landscaped lawn and never allow 


them to enter the woods. Use a tick 
repellent recommended by your vet- 
erinarian, and if you travel with your 
pet, make sure you cheek them VERY 
carefully afterwards. 

5). Teach your kids about the dan- 
gers of going into the woods and un- 
charted territory. Get them into the 
routine of checking themselves after 
being outdoors and ALWAYS check 
them yourselves. 

6). The Tick Borne Disease Re- 
source Center at Southampton Hospi- 
tal offers free tick removal kits. Pick 


one up, learn how to properly remove 
a tick. Keep it handy at all times. 

7). Keep your grass cut short and 
don’t over-water your plants and 
shrubs! Ticks. are attracted to long 
grass and cool damp areas. 

8). Ivy and other sorts of ground 


cover are tick hot spots, avoid them at — 


all times. 

g). As part oes your spring yard 
clean-up, eliminate tick habitat by 
raking and removing leaves.that have 
blown into your yard edges and under 


- shady vegetation. 


10). Perform tick checks twice a day, 
once at night and then again the fol- 
lowing morning. 


11). Tuck your pants into your seeks, 


and spray both your skin and clothing 
with repellent before going outdoors. 
12). When coming in from the out- 
doors, put your clothes in the dryer 
and on a high heat for at least 15 


‘minutes. : : 
13). Try to wear light colors when 


spending time outdoors. Ticks are 
easier to see on bright or light colors. 


Kelly always tells his customers 
that “prevention is better than a cure” 
and takes a proactive approach to 
tick safety. “The risk of contracting a 


tick-borne illness, such as Lyme dis- 
ease becomes increasingly worse, and 
there are new diseases emerging. We 
recently learned of a new virus con- 
firmed in Suffolk County, the Heart- 
land tick virus, which has claimed the 
lives of a growing number of people, 
primarily in the Midwest. While vac- 
cines are being tested, there’s no cure, 
and with many mild winters, ticks 
are becoming progressively worse 
year after year. 
and have your yard sprayed NOW to 
help prevent ticks from entering your 
property.” 

If you believe you were bitten ee a 
tick, keep an eye out for early stages 


of Lyme disease. Early stages of Lyme 
disease can include-a’ bullseye-like 
rash for up to 60% of Lyme cases but 


the remainder show no rash at all! 
Other symptoms can include chills, fe- 
ver, fatigue, headache; swollen lymph 
nodes, muscle and join pain. If left

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Meet Suffolk County s New Top Cop Rodney Harrison

odney K. Harrison was named Suffolk County 
olice commissioner in December 2021 by 
Suffolk County Executive Steve Bellone. A sea- 
soned and decorated veteran in law enforcement, 
Harrison immediately got to work on behalf of Suf- 
folk’s 1.5 million residents and the 2,500 sworn of- 
ficers now working beneath his leadership. 

Harrison took over the post from retiring in- 
terim Commissioner Stuart Cameron. Prior to 
Cameron, Geraldine Hart spent three years lead- 
ing the department. Now, Harrison leads one of 
the nation’s largest suburban police departments 
in his 30th year as a law enforcement officer. And, 
with Suffolk being equally diverse and large, his 
previous experience will certainly be put to good 
use, 

Harrison joined the New York Police Depart- 
ment Cadet Corp in 1991, taking the sacred oath 
the year later and becoming a sworn New York 
City Police Officer. He was assigned to Astoria, 
Queens, not far from his hometown of Jamaica. 


He rose quickly, achieving the rank of detective — 


within three years, and continued to rise up the 


ranks, becoming in 2019 the first-African Ameri- - 


can Chief of Detectives in the 175-year history of 
the NYPD. 

“Throughout my time as a detective, under- 
cover, and investigator in the detectives squad, I 
always wondered why we didn’t do things a little 
differently,” he says. “When I became Chief of De- 
tectives, I said I wanted to make sure that we do 
everything to benefit the detectives, keep them 
safe, and help them do their jobs.” 

“While I am always humbled by the accomplish- 
ment of being the first Black Chief of Detectives, 
I believe my journey as an undercover, as an in- 
vestigator with the detective squad, and Chief of 
Detectives for Brooklyn North is something that 
makes me most proud,” he added. “Getting to that 
post, I looked forward to evaluating one of the 
greatest detective bureaus in the country, to make 
sure that we were doing it right.” 


Harrison’s knowledge and experience on the | 


job allowed him to continue to excel. He would be 
appointed the Chief of Department — the highest- 
ranking Uniformed member of the NYPD — and 
was the first-ever Cadet to rise to this prestigious 
post. He held every position in the department 
and is one of the few to hold a position in every 
city borough and every patrol borough. He com- 
pleted time as an undercover, detective, precinct 
commander in Harlem, and even oversaw the 
NYPD’s Neighborhood Policing Model, which has 
been regarded as a tremendous success. 

“While at first, I didn’t think it was such a big 
deal, I started to look at some of the others who 
held the job of Chief of Department,” he says. 
“Without taking away from their personal jour- 
neys in the department, many of them did not 
serve as a detective, so they didn’t have an under- 
standing of investigations and how the rank-and-

file operates. Having experienced every role in 
the department and having been in the trenches 
with them, helped me check the box of having 
been in their shoes.” 

“Having the opportunity to work in every bor- 
ough and patrol borough really helped me un- 
derstand the landscape of being an executive of 
the NYPD,” he continued. “I knew the precincts, 
I knew the precinct commanders, I knew where 


the crime was occurring and those who were com- 
‘mitting the crime — including the gangs. It’s com- 


plex and hard to capture in a sentence or two, but 
there were a lot of experiences that played into my 
leadership, helping to identify what else can be 
done to get our precincts safe. It really helped me 
run the police department the right way, knowing 
exactly what was going on in each borough, at all 
times, throughout the whole City of New York.” 
Harrison retired from the NYPD in 2021, but 
he would again find himself in a senior leader- 
ship role in law enforcement when Bellone ap- 
proached him about serving as Suffolk’s police 


commissioner. When the Suffolk County Legis- - 
lature unanimously approved his. appointment ° 


in December, it was settled, that he held the title, 
the responsibility, and was determined to hit the 
ground running. 

“I first asked: ‘what is the team I am going to 
put around me?’ and ‘how could I be the best 
Commissioner. I can be for Suffolk County?’ So, 
I began to find who was available and who of the 
best people might be interested in joining me in 
Suffolk County to make this a better department,” 
Harrison recalls. 

“A lot of the Suffolk County Police Department 
is former NYPD, and I believe that I feel a connec- 
tion with many of these Police Officers which has 
helped me transition into the role. I believe that 
having a good resume coming from the NYPD has 
also helped me transition as well,” Harrison says. 

Today, law enforcement is faced with unprec- 
edented challenges. From a nationwide crime 
surge to the ongoing COVID-19 pandemic to some 
anti-police sentiment. Here in Suffolk, though, 


Harrison says he has felt a warm welcome from 
the members of the department and the residents 
alike. 

“Any time I have an opportunity to adds a 
group of residents, I talk about my experiences, 


and I assure them that I will use this to keep Suf- 


folk safe and improve quality of life,” he says. “I’ve _ 
been able to assure them, also, that I know how to 
deal with opioids, sex trafficking, cold cases, and 
a host of other issues that matter to them. I lay out 
our plan on how we are going to address them and 
also how we are going to get the police on board to 
address .these issues.” 
Harrison says that his top three priorities are: 

police officer safety, police reform, and i 


- the Gilgo Beach murders. 


“Number one is how to improve Officer Safety,” 
he says. “We can re- evaluate some procedures 
and do a better job of keeping our officers safe. 
You can’t make the county safer if the cane 4 are 
not safe.” 

So far, Harrison says, he sees some similarities 
and differences between the city and Suffolk. 

“One of the similarities I have noticed is the 
gang violence in certain portions of the county. 
We intend to implement precision policing, which 
identifies gang members and works with the dis- 
trict attorney’s office to build cases against them 
and take them off the street. We had success with 
precision policing in New York City and I am 
1,000% positive we can make this a safer county 
implementing this and taking those who are caus- 
ing violence into custody,” Harrison says. 

“One of the differences, though, is the lack of 
diversity. The NYPD mirrored the city and its di- 
versity. Here, though, I don’t see the same level of 
diversity and this is something that I will be pri- 
oritizing going forward, by attracting more from 
the minority communities to take the exam and 
join the police department,” Harrison says. 

So far, he’s getting to know the layout of Suf- 
folk. Like many who are getting to know their way 
around the North Fork, Harrison was initially 
surprised by the vast open space in wine country. 

“We always think of Suffolk County as a subur- — 
ban community, but the farther east you go, you 
realize how many farms there are. It’s interest- 
ing to see how Suffolk County is both suburban 
and rural, which some people just don’t anticipate 
when they come out East from the city,” Harrison 
says. 

An avid golfer, Harrison says he has become 
familiar with some of our county’s prestigious, 
championship golf courses, quipping “I am trying 
to find my way to Shinnecock, sooner or later.” 

Harrison now resides in our western neighbor, 
Nassau County, with his wife, LaPrena. He has 
three daughters and a 2-year-old grandson. Two 
of his daughters have joined the “family rid apn 
as sworn members of the NYPD.
